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EXAMINERS STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to 
application filed on 12/01/2000, serial 09/728,565 and titled "Dynamic Management of 
Aircraft Part Reliability Data." 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 08/02/2006 have been fully 
considered. After carefully reconsidering the application and the applied prior art, the 
examiner has realized the application is patentably distinct from the prior art. The prior 
art are not deemed strong to make the application unpatentable. 

As to claims 1 , and 6, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a 
system/method for recording and analyzing reliability data for an aircraft during a 
dynamically-planned maintenance check of the aircraft, comprising: means for obtaining 
and logging maintenance program-based reliability data from maintenance records 
generated during the performance of the identified routine maintenance tasks, means 
for analyzing and reporting the warranty-based reliability data and the maintenance 
program-based reliability data. This limitation in combination with the other elements in 
the claim was not shown or suggested by the prior art. 

For that reasons, claims 1 -1 0 are allowable over the prior art of record.
